Moat of the representativos expressed
themselves an delighted with thelr ex-
parlence and a number ware outspok-
en In thelr pralge of the work being
accomplished on the canal.

Representative Michael F. Conry of
New York mald:

“Many of us left New York with the
{dea that the gea level system of ea-
nal construction should have been
adopted In preference to the lock sys.
tem, But after personally inspecting
the great work and familiarizing our-
#elves with the conditions on the Isth-
mus all of us, 1 feel safe to say, re-
turn convineced that the lock system
I8 the hetter of the two and should be
earried throngh to completion.”

Representative  Willlam  Darlus
Jamieson of Towa sald the alarming re-
ports clrenlated concerning the sta-
bility of the Gatun dam had ubsolute-
Iy no foundation.

Represontative James McLachlan of
Calltornia declared his trip left him
all the more convinced of the necessi-
1y for the passage of his bill providing
for the bullding of 10 5000400 steam-
ships to ply between Puget sound and
the city of Panome.

“The ships that pow ply between
New York and Colon' sald he, “leave
here with large cargoes for the Isth-
mus and come back light. With
vossels In commission on the Pacific
side there would be handed over large
cirgoes from the Pacific coast for de-
livery to the uort of New York!

OSBORNE DISSENTS

Flles Opinion In Favor of Proposed
New Raiiroad Through New York.

Public Service Commissioner T.
M. Osborne dissents from majority
of his collesgues In the matter of
the applieation of the Buffalo, Roches-
ter ond Eastern radrond for a certifi-
cate of couvenlenece and necesmity. He
says In part:

AMany months before this commis-
slon wns created my own experience
as mayoy of Auburn had taught me,
and T had publicly stnted the doetrine,
that for' the most part our publie
service corporations must be recog-
nized as local monopolies; and that a
single strong company, under proper
state control and supervision, may
usually best serve a single community.

Hut what it comes to protecting a
single ruilroad  corporation in its
monopoly over all the Immense terrl-
tory from Puffalo cast through Roches-
ter and Syracuge to Albany, and thence
to Springlield. Worcester and Boston
on the one hand, and to New York on
the other: when It comes to tightening
the grip of such n monopoly upon the
commerce flowlng from the West to
our two great Atlantie seaports, and
upon that flowlug from the great man-
ufacturing cities of New England and
our own stute, hack again to the West
—then T say that the doctrine of the
advantages to be galned by protec’ing
the monopoly of a single company is
being pushed very much too far,

While T wounld certainly have the
gtate protect all publle service corpor-
ations seainet blackmall, against the
ahuge of competition, T believe the law
never Intended. In these words of the
railroad commissioners of 1883 already
quoted, “to unreasonably prevent the
prosecution of needed and proper en-
terprise.”

PEACE IN COAL REGIONS

Award of 1902 Commission Is Contin-
ued For Another Three Years.

Peace bhetween the mine workers
and operntors n the anthracite conl
reglons of Pennsylvania i assured
for another period of three years. The
aeresment continuing in force untll
Mutreh 31, 1012, the awards of the an-
thraeite coal strike commission of
1902 was signed in the board room of
the Reading company in Philadelphia
on Thursdss by the committea of sev-
en on behalf of the mine owners and
a similar committee representing the
workers,

With the exception of five added
stipulitions suggested by the miners,
the agreement s ldentleal with the
one signed lu New York three years
ago. The mine workers' unlon 15 not
officially recognized, the members of
the miners' committee simply slgn:
ing the agreement “on behalf of the
raprenant.ath-p.n of the anthraclte mine
workers."

Big atrike on Great Laken.

The firgt formal declaration of war
by the labor unlons en the great lakes
againgt the Lake Carrlers’ associntion
whs lssusl at Buffalo on Saturday.
Officlally 1t is the Inauguration of a
strike of between 40,000 and 35,000 man

HUNDREDS DEAD AND INJURED

Btorm Wave Frorrl the North Swept
Four Southern States.

The storm wave seems to have had
its origin In the north and swept from
the lake reglon south In irregular
fashlon, now moderating ita foroe as
It spenit, now growing more turbulent
and angry.

The state of Tennesse wasg an espec-
inlly heavy sufferer. Estimates show
that at least 50 people were killed in
thnt state nlone, while the loss wiil
not fall short of a milllon. At Frank-
lin and In Hillsboro there was loss of
Ife. The Iatter town is sald to be
practically destroyed. Near Pulaskl,
In Giles caunty, the death list reached
12 and many were Injured,

The tornndo swept over into Arkan-
sus and killed elght persons near
Mammoth Springs,

Atlanta nnd most of Georgia escaped
with only sllight property loss, But
two young people, a brother and sls-
ter, lost thelr lives at Atlanta by the
eapsizing of a rowboat during a sudden
squall,

Striking Alabama and headed in &
southeasterly direction the hurricanoe
eontinued upon Its course of destrue-
tion. Huntsville sends word of heavy
loss of property with probably several
lives sacrificed. At Hartzell at least
one Is dend and many hurt,

The death totals were swelled by
three llghtning victims at Monroe, Ga.

DAMAGE TO CROPS

Immense Celery Fields Near Arkport
Suffered Heavlly.

The flued from Canisteo river has
subsided. The damage to crops In
the Canisteo valley from the storm
and flood will reach many thousand
daollara. The immense celery fields in
the vieinity of Arkport suffered heav-
fly, Reports from points In Steuben
connty Indieate heavy damage from
the high water,

The National Transit company's
pipe line, the maln Hne of the Stand-
ard Ol company, broke at Norton Hol-
low, on Bennett's creek, and thousands
of gallons of oil ezcaped before the
break was discovered and the line cut.

250 EXECUTIONS

Parliamentarians Promptly Bring Re-
actionary Conspirators to Trial.

The Constitutionalists at Constan-
tinople have lost no time In bring-
Ing the conspirators in the recent
uprising to trinl, The military court,
sitting In the war office, condemned
abont 260 prisoners to death and they
weore exectited. Nadin Pasha, the sec
ond eunuel of the palace, wns hanged
nt dawn on the Galata bridge, and his
great body was viewed by thousands
In the early morning hours.

The national assembly decided that
Sultan Mehmed V. should take the
oath to the conatitution within a weelk.
The assembly also ratiled the depor
tation of Abdul Hamid to Salonikl.

The government has decided to
send a commission to Adana to try by
court martial the Instigntors of the
massacres, and the commisslon Is au-
thorized to act with the utmost ge-
verity,

It s alleged that the chief authors
of the recent mutiny were Abdul
Hamld's favorite son, Prince Mehmed
Burhan Eddlne, Rear Admiral Sald
Pasha, sor of Klamil Pasha, the for-
mer grand vizler, and Nadir Pasha,
who were engaged for a long time
prior to the yising In corrupting the
troops. The two former have fled.

Albany, May 4. — During thé past
few monthz rables has been more
widespread In this state than ever be-
